The board 
tif public alYiiirs liave Cull control of 
all t,he aftairs of the city and should 
ilierefore be appointed by the mayor.

The salaries of the board of elections 
aucl the board of public affairs had 
oecn reduced one-half, and where the 
Mil did read that the president of 
wouncil should be selected from the 
three members at large, it now reads 
Sliat any member may be clegiblo to 
the position.

made:

was $250,000,000, but Cuba could 
not stand it, and this was one of the 
reasons that the revolt was precip- 
itated. 


"In the beginning of 1S9C, after 


the invasion of the western prov- 
inces by the Cubans, the latter 
might have 
been willing to pay 


$200,000,000. 


"At the beginning o£ the dry sea- 


son of 1S9I5-7 they would have paid 
$150,000,000, but now they would 
not give more than, if as much as, 
?100.000,000. 
If 
the wet 
season 


should set in this year before such 
an agreement could be arranged, 
we would not think of paying any- 
thing. 


"The reasons for the decrease in 


the amounts arc 
the increased 


chances of our success, not to speak 
of the destruction and desolation 
of the island that impair its pro- 
ductive capacity." 
It was rumored that a message had 


been received in this city from Wash- 
ington to the effect that the cabinet 
was favorably disposed to a proposi- 
tion from Spain providing for the with- 
drawal of the Spanish troops from Cu- 
ba, leaving the Spanish flag floating 
there, in case the United States fleet 
should be recalled from Key West. 


When Mr. Palma's attention was call- 


ed to this rumor, which purported to 
have its origin in an official quarter in 
Washington, he replied: 


"Well, that would satisfy the Cu- 


nans. and I assure you we would 
see to it that the 
Spanish flag
